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County Gets Vsrds o f Property Levy Increase 
Taxes May Rise 41%

K ING STO N — Local property owner* 
in 19 77 will face a record high tax increase 
of 34 to 41 per cent, y et government 
services actually may diminish, Mayor 
Francis R. Koenig warned Tuesday . 
Blaming non-locally mandated costs for 
the minimum tax increase he was predict­ 
ing, $33.85 per thousand, Koenig called 
the 19 77 local tax picture the city 's “ most 
serious financial problem ever.” 
“ Possibly this thing could go as high as 
$40 per thousand. We don’t know," the 
may or told a pre-budget press conference. 
The city ’s current tax rate is $9 7.73 per 
$1,000 assessed valuation, with about 
two-thirds going to municipal costs and 
about one-third to the county . 
A $33.85 increase would push the 19 77 
rate to $131.58, or, on a home listed with 
the city assessor at a $10,000 valuation 
(about 25 per cent market value), would 
push the tax bill from $9 73 to $1,315. 


This doesn’t count school taxes, set 
separately by the Kingston Board of 
Education, 
which 
in

amount to about $9 0 per thousand. 
With such a high built-in increase at 
the outset of 19 77 municipal budgeting, 
the may or said any increases in city 
departments would mean a cutback in 
city em ploy es and perhaps elimination of 
specific budget items in recreation, pub­ 
lic works and other areas.

The biggest factor in Koenig’s projected 
increase would be a 30 per cent county tax 
increase, which he estimated would add 
$11.50 per thousand to the Kingston 
property owner's tax bill on the county 
side, raising that section from $34.54 to 
$46.04. 


Another big chunk added to the city 
section of the tax rate, now $63.19 , would 
be another $10 per thousand that also 
could be attributed to the county and its 
decision to preempt 0.5 per cent of 
Kingston’s 7 per cent sales tax, Koenig 
said. 
Those two county -related items alone 
make up two-thirds of the may or’s pro­ 
jected increase. 
Another $5 would be added to the rate 
because the city budget won’t have much 
of a surplus from fiscal 19 76, Koenig said. 
The current budget benefited from a 
$229 ,612 surplus from fiscal 19 75, but the 
current surplus, if any , won’t come within 
$200,000 of that, he said. 
Uncollected property taxes, projected 
to increase by $130,000 in 19 77, would add 
another $3.25 to the tax rate, Koenig said. 
As of Oct. 31, 19 76, uncollected property 
taxes were $217,412, a 51.8 per cent 
increase over the Oct. 31, 19 75, figure of 
$143,174. 


The recent binding arbitration on po­ 
lice pay would add $1.75 to the rate, the 
may or said. Based on the decision of the 
three-member panel mandated by the 
state Tay lor l aw, Koenig expected that 
firemen, whose pay requests also have 
entered binding arbitration under the 
same law. would be granted "some" pay 
increase. 
Noting that two of the three binding 
arbitration panel memlH*rs "aren’t even 
residents of the < ity " under the mandate, 
Koenig called the law “ morally wrong,

K ING STO N — Atty . George A. 
Beck, former special city judge, has 
been fined $1,500, given a suspended 
sentence and ordered to give legal 
services to 
the needy for his failure to 
file a 19 70 income tax return. 
According 
the sentence handed 
down by U.S. District Court Judge 
James T. Foley in Albany Thursday , 
Beck must give a half day a week in 
uncompensated legal assistance to an 
institution, facility or agency churged 
with the care of the underprivileged, 
elderly , disabled or handicapped. 
Under tax law, a person convicted of 
a criminal tax offense is also required 
to pay back taxes and interest, as well 
as satisfy whatever sentence is im­ 
posed. 
Beck, 45, pleaded g uilty Oct. 8 to 
one count charging him with failure to 
file his individual income tax return 
and report gross income for that year 
of $51,171.

The relish of carrots, celery radishes, 
cucumbers and black and green olives 
came to about $2.25 — the fruit cup, 
already prepared and bottled in the 
store’s refrigerator case came to just 
about the same price. 
For six people we chose a 141b. 
turkey . It’s alway s a better buy to

poultry group you buy from — in this 
case the 10 to 141b. birds — because 
they carry more meat on basically the 
same sized frame. 


The turkey cost 53 cent a pound — 
totalling $6.56. Larger birds are usual­ 
ly seven to 10 cents per pound cheaper. 


The stuffing ingredients stay ed on 
the uncomplicated side — packaged 
herb croutons, celery , onions and but­ 
ter — and came to about $3.15.

Potatoes and squash both averaged 
about 18 cent per pound 
Add the 
butter and other seasonings and the 
cost is about $2.00 for six servings ol 
each. 


Frozen peas and frozen whole onions 
were about 65 cent a bag Butter and 
cream brough that dish up to about 
$2.50. 
Chicken broth for the gravy and a 
can of cranberry sauce (splurge and 
buy Ocean Spray ), rolls and butter 
come to another $2.25. 
Thanksgiving wouldn't be the same 
without at least one pumpkin pie. For 
diversity we ad d ed an Hpple pie and a 
half gallon of Vanilla ice cream. 
The pies were the frozen, bake- 
t hem-y ourself variety at 9 5 cents each 
and the cream was on special for 79 
cents. 
Coffee is about $1.9 9 a pound and a 
half pint of heavy cream another 50 
cents. 
Most of the people interviewed were 
also planning to have some liquor or 
wine with dinner, so we added two 
bottles of $3.00 wine to the shopping 
list 
The whole bill rings in at $29 .32, but 
the quantities bought won't leave too 
much for second day munching. 
What can't be computed into the 
price per person though is the fun of 
getting every body y ou like together for 
an afternoon of football games and 
double deserts 
and fighting over the 
wishbone when the bird's been picked 
clean. 
That’s the best part of Thanksgiving 
— and its worth it nt any price.

Dissolution was the major 
recommendation contained in 
a study project recently com 
plcted by the Department of 
City and Regional Planning at 
Cornell University, done in re-

by their two governing boards. 
"How the village’s assets 
and liabilities would be han­ 
dled — that is the key to the 
whole situation,” Sahler told 
the Freeman. "Its indebted­ 
ness is considerable. Its asset» 
include land on top of the 
mountain (Sam’s Point). The 
town and village boards would 
have to get together and de­ 
cide how these would be han­ 
dled." 
Sahler sees dissolution of the 
village as inevitable. "It sim 
ply costs too much," he said. 
"They art1 a part of the Town 
nl Wa warning and deserve the 
same consideration as other 
parts of the town." 
Sahler praised the general 
content of the report. "I think 
the work done was pretty »ol­ 
id." he said. "In some respects 
it was a better report than I 
anticipated.” 
He did, however, express 
reservations about the portion 
of the 
report 
that 
recom­ 
mended an expanded police 
for ce to cover areas outside 
the village such as the Nevele 


find Fallsview resorts and in­ 
dustrial areas to the north of 
the town. 
"As I see it, Nevele and 
Fallsview have their own se­ 
curity," he explained. "A po­ 
lice force will hot provide in­ 
ternal security for them " 
Other recommendations by 
the Cornell*study team in­ 
cluded a town manager form of 
government 
for 
VVawarsing; 
Consolidation of the village 
and 
town 
highway depart­ 
ments; self-supporting status 
for the village’s water and 
sewer systems; and an ex­ 
panded fire district to include 
the village and the portions of 
the town to which it now ex­ 


ten ds fire protection. 
Speaking of the town man­ 
ager 
form 
of 
government, 
Sahler said:” It has to come. 
From a political point of view, 
I don’t see how they could 
make this (supervisor’s post) a 
self-supporting job. A man 
with a family, especially with 
a child in college, just can’t 
make it on this salary." 
Sahler said he foresees dis­ 
solution of the village and 
adoption of the town manager 
form of government "but it 
won’t happen overnight." 
The Cormell task force in 
recommending dissolution of 
the village noted that it has 
grown lo its greatest practical 
population and has little un­ 
developed land to draw on for 
future use With its tax base in 
effect already established, it 
faces rising costs, inflation, 
difficulty in maintaining effi­ 


cient govern... .ital function­ 
ing and a "socio-economic de­ 
cline." 
The task force sees the issue 
of public safety services as a 
major difference between town 
and village. 
“ Within the village, the cost 
of public safety services com­ 
pose a major portion of the 
village budget, and quite, pos­ 
sibly, too great a portion,” 
they noted in the report. “ The 
provision of fire services by the 
village fire company to the 
town has been continually a 
point of contention, and 
whether the town needs police 
services will probably become 
a point of difference.” 
Another 
stumbling 
block 
could be the village's financial 
condition 
A high (but still 
legal) debt burden, difficulties 
caused by current debt man­ 
agement policies which retain 
most of the village’s debt as 
short term instruments to the 
village, and a poor ability to 
forecast expenditures and rev­ 
enues which result in short 
term 
borrowing each fiscal 
year are the major problems, 
the task force noted. 
Other factors noted were a 
ladk of adequate planning at 
both village and town levels, 
the village’s difficulty in keep­ 
ing a village manager, reliance 
by

CETA funded personnel which 
can be terminated abruptly, 
and use by the village of an

Gas Prices Down Somewhat 
Ho lida y To ll Seen up to 5 5 0

Thousands of Americans will start the 
trek home for the four-day Thanksgiving 
holiday weekend tonight, but safety of­ 
ficials fear as many as 550 of them will 
never make it back. 
The National Safety Council estimates 
between 450 and 550 persons will lose 
their lives on the nation’s highways dur­ 
ing the holiday period that begins at 6 
p.m. local time tonight and ends at 
midnight Sunday. And between 20,000 to 
24,000 persons will suffer disabling in­ 
juries during the period. 
However, the council said during a 
comparable nonholiday period at this 


time of year about 530 deaths and 23,100 
disabling injures could be expected. 
The Thanksgiving holiday traffic fatal­ 
ity toll last year totaled 394 persons, and 
17,200 persons suffered disabling injuries. 
One bit of good news for holiday trav­ 
elers is that the price of gasoline has 
dropped slightly since Labor Day, the 
American Automobile Association said. 
Spot checks across the country found 
regular gas prices averaging 61.5 cents per 
gallon, a four-tenths of a cent drop since 
the Labor Day weekend, the AAA said. 
Premium gas should average 65.8 cents 


per gallon, unleaded 63.8 cents and diesel 
fuel 53.3 cents. 
Free turkey dinners for the needy are 
planned Thanksgiving Day at charitable 
organizations throughout the country, 
but the Labor Department says the cost 
of a turkey dinner has risen in the New 
York-New Jersey area. 
A department spokesman said the cost 
of a turkey dinner for a family of four this 
year is $7.27, up 3.7 per cent from the cost 
of the same meal in 1975. However, the 
cost increase was due to salad makings, 
beverage items, butter and cranberry 
sauce.

Public Gets Garage Vote Anyway 
Eso pus Petitio n Is ‘Inv a lid’ 


PORT EWEN — A petition asking that 
the proposed Esopus town highway ga­ 
rage be put up to a public vote has been 
declared invalid. 
The ruling by Town Attorney Norman 
Kellar and the legal firm that prepared 
the town board’s Oct. 13 resolution estab­ 
lishing a capital reserve fund for the 
garage was based on the petition’s failure 
to deal with the specific board resolution 
and its improper form, according to 
Esopus Supervisor Joseph E. Sills Jr. 
"The resolution in effect established a 
reserve fund to which surplus highway 
funds from the 1976 budget would be 
placed to be used for a much needed 
highway garage,” Sills said. “ This is the 
only valid question on which signatures 
may have been solicited.” 
Sills said there were several other dis­ 
crepancies on the petition presented to 
the town clerk Nov. 12. 


"Numerous signatures were applied by 
persons other than those named, signa­ 
tures were printed instead of signed in 
some instances, and some petitioners 
witnessed their own signatures,” he said. 
“ Although the petitions were ruled null 
and void, it is the opinion of the town 
board that those who did sign them did 
so in good faith The board, as a sign of 
our good faith, will submit a substitute 
resolution calling for a mandatory refer­ 
endum on the intention to establish a 
capital reserve fund. 
“ This resolution will be presented at 
the regular Dec. 8 meeting, after which a 
second resolution will be presented to 
establish a date on which the general 
public will be invited to vote on the 
question of the reserve fund. This will, in 
effect, give town residents the chance to 
vote without additional petitions being 


circulated." 
The town board will hold at least one 
more public information meeting to show 
the conditions under which the highway 
department works today, the kind of 
garage building being considered, savings 
to be realized by approving the capital 
reserve fund over having to borrow 100 per 
cent of the total cost, and the advantages 
of using the 1976 highway department 
budget surplus to build a garage now 
instead of selling bonds at a greater cost 
to taxpayers. 
"W e have tried every possible approach 
to get town residents to attend these 
meetings and regular board meetings 
because we want everyone to get all the 
information on major subjects first hand 
and accurately," Sills said. "Again we 
invite the town residents to attend the 
Dec. 8 meeting at 7:30 p.m. in the town 
hall.”

o f Gary Mark Gilmo re, the 35-year-o ld 
co ndemned killer who has do ne so much 
to lighten o ur ho urs while sho rtening his 
o wn in Utah State Priso n’s death ro w. Ah, 
death ro w! Ho w many years no w has it 
been since that exciting term dro pped o ut 
o f the headlines. 
Mr. Gilmo re serves to remind us that 
the mo st interesting part o f any crime is 
the criminal. The least interesting is the 
victim who , after all, is just that, a 
victim, o ne mo re perso n who bo ught a 
bad 
ticket 
in 
life’s 
lo ttery. 
Even 
Do sto evski made the murderer, no t the 
victim, the central character in “Crime 
and Punishm ent." But the abo litio n o f 
capital punishment, o r at least its nine- 
year hiatus by tho se o fficio us legislato rs 
in black ro bes, sto le the criminal fro m us. 
In the classic American crime sto ry, 
where do we get to kno w the murderer? 
When do es all the go o d juicy stuff co me 
o ut, when is the high drama played? It’s 
after the trial and the sentencing. Befo re 
that mo st o f the peo ple in the case, the 
defendant mo st o f all, must keep quiet. 
In the o ld days, after the death sentence 
was pro no unced, there was no reaso n to 
co ntinue to o bserve the rule o f secrecy. In 
fact, the autho rities seem to have un­ 
co nscio usly enco uraged the criminal to 
talk to repo rters o r who ever, no t o nly 
because it is widely believed that dying 
men tell no lies, but also because in the 


Gilmo re to the grave. We have the psy­ 
chiatrist fro m the Utah State Ho spital 
who tells us that, yes indeed, the co n­ 
demned man is a mad-do g killer, o r, as 
he puts it, a “hardened, primitive so ci­ 
o path." But there is the o ther part o f him 
who is the sensitive high I.Q. po et, and 
there is the o ther do cto r who satisfyingly 
tells us that, "These men tend to put o n 
a brave fro nt, but they are o nly co vering 
up a lo t o f deep perso nal insecurity and 
fears o f inadequacy," which translates 
into o ur lay minds as Gilmo re is a 
co wardly rat and he deserves anything he 
gets. 


It is so much mo re satisfying than the 
bare bo nes acco unts o f trials. No trial 
wo uld put in the part abo ut ho w o ur 
co nvicted killer was made, by the nun in 
paro chial scho o l, to write 500 times o n the 
blackbo ard, "I will no t make spitballs.” 
And then there is the who le business 
abo ut blo o d ato nement and did Gary 
Mark Gilmo re co me fro m Orego n where 
there is no death penalty to Utah where 
they have the firing squad and blo o d 
ato nement o n purpo se9 Much has been 
made in the papers abo ut ho w Utah is the 
o nly state that actually spills blo o d when 
it executes so meo ne because there are so 
many 
fo r 
sure 
and 
certain 
stro ng 
Mo rmo ns there who like to get that last, 
Old Testam ent red o unce o ut o f the 


killings. 
Do n’t yo u lo ve it, with o ne o f the 
experts quo ted as saying Gary Mark 
Gilmo re is “the type o f killer who turns 
real co ld blo o ded, no t o ne who explo des 
with passio n." Have yo u no ticed that 
when yo u are charged with murder the 
first thing they do is to deprive yo u o f the 
right to use yo ur middle initial? Befo re 
Dallas mo st peo ple knew him as Lee H. 
Oswald. 
Once charged with murder the autho r­ 
ities and the public also get to speculate 
o ver whether the accused is gay o r no t. 
"I’m no t a Ro meo , but I’ve always en­ 
jo yed wo men," Gary Mark Gilmo re was 
quo ted as saying, but he has no t been able 
to cast o ff suspicio ns o f excessive macho ­ 
ness.

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There have been o ccasio ns when I have 
watched a bird-watcher watching birds. It 
is akin to o bserving a chicken fancier 
fancying a chicken. Perso nally, I am no t 
much o f a tweet-tweet spo tter, altho ugh 
I o nce had a big green Mexican parro t 
who co ughed himself to death swearing in 
Spanish. 
Birds are fo r the birds. I co nfess a 
passing interest in vultures, tho se hu­ 
mo rless harbingers o f death. They are big, 
black and bald with eno rmo us ragged 
wings. They are o f the genus Cathartidae 
and subsist o n vile meat, especially so me­ 
thing recently deceased. 
Yo u co uld co rner the market o n vul­ 
tures and never turn a buck. It is difficult 
to lo ve a vulture, even if yo u are ano ther 
vulture. They have been kno wn to run 
do wn entire 
neighbo rho o ds in India, 
which isn’t easy. 
A go o d place to study vultures, witho ut 
standing directly under them, is in Mi­ 
ami. A lo ng time ago the co unty built a 
sky s c ra p e r c o urth o us e a n d. w ith 
eno rmo us fo resight, placed the jail in the 
pentho use. This affo rded the priso ners a 
superb view o f banks and o ther institu­ 
tio ns which ho ard cash. 
It was the o nly place where priso ners in 
cells co uld get a striped tan. Over the jail 
were sto ne terraces. Big black buzzards 
made it their ho me. The birds*seemed to 
enjo y lo o king inside at the jailbirds. 


My friend Max the Finger did a little 
stretch there. He was a tall, bald man, 
no t unlike a vulture in a Bro o ks Bro thers 
suit. His career was dipping his fingers 
quickly 
and 
painlessly 
into 
wallet 
po ckets. He made the mistake o f co ming 
up with a po lice shield and the judge sent 
him up with the vultures. 
It anno yed Max to kno w that they were 
o utside. Lazily, they spread tho se huge 
wings and co asted in the air currents 
o utside his cell. In the mo rning, he 
watched them fly all the way to Virginia 
Key to dine at the sewage plant. The 
Finger wo uld have cheerfully walked to 
the garbage plant if so meo ne asked him. 
The priso ners fed so me o f their din-din 
to the birds, which was a tribute to the 
chef. Mo re and mo re vultures arrived and

To be candid, the vultures had an ugly 
suspicio n that peo ple were o ut to get 
them. In revenge, they so ared o ver Flagler 
Street, dro pping their regards o n judges 
and bailiffs and priso ners alike, vyhich is 
a better demo nstratio n o f demo cracy 


Hard -Nosed 
Gen eral 
Miller 


WASHINGTON - Hard wo rk 
ing, hard-no sed Lt. Gen. T.H. 
Miller, a mo del M arine o fficer 
Fro m his clo se-cro pped hair to his 
brass butto ns, do esn’t believe in 
co ddling his tro o ps. 
Fo r example, the idea o f a 
M a rin e sa m p lin g m arijuana, 
which Miller regards as the weed 
o f the lo ng-haired set, is eno ugh to 
bring fire to his face. He wo uld 
drum the o ffender o ut o f the co rps 
and chew o ut any o fficer who 
sho wed leniency. 
Indeed, Miller wro te at least 16 
letters to o fficers o n discharge 
bo ards, sco lding them fo r their 
leniency. This so rt o f interventio n 
in legal pro ceediings is strictly 
pro hibited by bo th military law 
and Marine Co rps regulatio ns. 
It happened a co uple o f years ago when 
Miller was the co nvening autho rity o f the 
a dm in istra tive discharge bo ards at 
Cherry Po int, N.C. He had his o wn ideas 
abo ut justice, and he made sure the 
military "juro rs" under him knew what 
his ideas were. 
The sto ry is to ld in do cuments that 
were never intended to be released to the 
public. After analyzing the do cuments 
and so liciting appraisals fro m two experts 
in military law, we have co ncluded that 
Miller co nmitted serio us impro prieties. 
To take a typical letter, Miller wro te 
sternly to an o fficer who served as a juro r: 
“Yo ur recent participatio n as senio r 
member o f the Administrative Discharge 
Bo ard ...was recently reviewed by me ... 
“I am taking this o ppo rtunity to inquire 
why yo u believe that a perso n co nvicted 
o f po ssessio n o f m arijuana sho uld be 
retained in the Marine Co rps ... 
“It appears very o bvio us to me that 
po ssessio n o f marijuana is no t an ho n­ 
o rable pursuit and o ne no t easily co nfused 
with what Marines and the general public 
have co me to expect o f Marines who 
receive discharges under ho no rable co ndi­ 
tio ns.” 
Perhaps mindful that military juro rs 
are suppo sed to be independent, the 
general explained unco nvincingly that he 
was writing “no t to influence yo ur future 
actio n but to po int o ut what I believe to 
be an erro r in judgment o n yo ur po int." 
The effect, o f co urse, was to influence 
the military juro rs who m Miller said he 
wasn’t trying to influence. If their rulings 
displeased the general, quite clearly, they 
risked lo sing pro mo tio ns and hurting 
their careers. 
M iller's interventio n came to the atten­ 
tio n o f Marine Co rps headquarters, which 
assigned Gen. Lo uis H. Wilso n, Jr., to 
investigate. The discharge bo ard o fficers, 
at the risk o f o ffending the big brass, 
generally agreed that M iller's letters were 
impro per attempts to influence their de­ 
cisio ns. Here are a few samplings fro m 
their co nfidential statem ents: 
— “To my mind," declared o ne juro r, 
“the general (Miller) was trying to in­ 
fluence the bo ard to be very harsh in 
dealing 
with 
Marines 
invo lved with 
drugs,” 
—“ I can see,” stated ano ther, “ ... that 
such a letter co uld have a very different 
effect o n an o fficer co ncerned with his 
military career.” 
— "I can recall three instances when 
the bo ard was deciding a verdict," re­ 
po rted ano ther o fficer, “ the senio r mem­ 
bers reminded us that if we vo ted in favo r 
o f the accused, the general might beco me 
upset.” 
— Still ano ther o fficer recalled a co n­ 
versatio n with a fello w juro r. “After re­ 
ceiving a critical letter fro m the general,” 
the juro r said he "wo uld be mo re careful” 
in the future. 


— The reco rd sho ws that Miller ap­ 
parently co mmitted ano ther impro priety 
by asking discharge bo ard o fficers wheth­ 
er they co nsidered the pre-military ser­ 
vice co nduct o f the defendant. It is 
against the law fo r a perso n to receive a 
less-than-ho no rable 
discharge 
o n 
the 
basis o f pre-service co nduct. 


The case against Miller appeared to be 
so lid. 
Indeed, the investigating Gen. 
Wilso n 
ackno wledged 
that 
mo st 
o f 
Miller’s letters were perceived by the 
military juro rs as attem pts to influence 
their actio ns.

than what the o fficials were do ing to the 
birds. 
In recent years, the jail was remo ved to 
a mo re cheerful lo catio n. The birds peer 
sadly into o ld empty cells and canno t 
seem to make up their minds which side 
o f the bars they are o n An additio nal 
depressant is the Chamber o f Co mmerce 
bo ast that no bo dy dies in Miami sun­ 
shine. 
This reduces the menu to the sewage 
plant. The vultures decided to co o perate 
and began to arrive in late Octo ber, 
leaving in May. A co ckeyed po et go t the 
no tio n that this was akin to the Bwallo ws 
o f Capistrano . 
No bo dy bo ught it. The vultures’ mo tto 
is: If yo u can’t jo in 'em, get even. They 
began to mo lt o n to p o f co urtho use water 
drains. The dead feathers clo gged the 
pipes and, by so me mechanical anim ad­ 
versio n, sto pped two elevato rs. 
I understand fro m Ro bert Liss o f the 
Miami Herald th at the vultures are back. 
This is no t true o f Max the Finger, who 
is no w o utside the co urtho use lo o king up 
fro m under a fo o tball helmet. At o ne 
time, he despised vultures. "They give 
death a bad nam e,” he said. 
He has mello wed. His manicured digits 
still earn a co mfo rtable living. “The 
buzzards sho uld be called M iami’s o f­ 
ficial bird," he says. "They shquld be a 
crest o n o fficial statio nary.” 


Nevertheless, Wilso n so lemnly co n­ 
cluded that his fello w general had no 
intent to influence the juro rs’ decisio ns. 
No t even Miller’s suggestio n that bo ard 
members take pre-service co nduct into 
co nsideratio n 
had 
been 
prejudicial, 
Wilso n fo und. He therefo re reco mmended 
that no actio n be taken against Miller. 


This was a bit to o much fo r Wilso n’s 
superio r, Gen. R.E. Cushman Jr., then 
the Marine Co rps co mmandant, who gave 
Miller an administrative slap o n the 
wrist. 


1 hen the who le alfair, apparently, was 
fo rgo tten. Miller was given ano ther star. 
He is no w a three-star general in co m­ 
mand o f Marine Co rps aviatio n. And the 
acco mmo dating 
Wilso n 
has 
replaced 
C ushman as the new Marine Co rps co m­ 
m andant. 


WATCH ON WASTE - The tax 
payers co uld save "hundreds o f millio ns

In 1972, Co ngress passed a law autho r­

America n Bird s 


A* I gaze out my window at 
November, I am reminded of 
Ben Franklin’s fight to have 
the turkey designated our na­ 
tional bird instead of the bald 
eagle. 
Ben took a good hard look 
at the bald eagle, especially 
its morals, and found it want­ 
ing. The eagle, he said, is a 
“ bird of bad moral charac­ 
ter." He was right, of course. 
The bald eagle is known to 
ornithologists as Haliaeetus 
leucocephalus. This is the 
best they can come up with to 
express the idea "eagle with a 
white head." They borrowed 
the words from Greek, but 1 
bet the Greeks don’t go to all 
that trouble. 
The encyclopedia tells me 
the bald eagle is "clumsy and 
inexpert in hunting and fish­ 
ing” and “ depends heavily on 
injured or dead fish." Not 
much there to crank up the 
old patriotism. 
It also “ steals from the os­ 
prey when the smaller bird 
has caught a live fish." The 
eagle hounds and harasses 
the osprey until the poor fel­ 
low drops the fish, which the 
eagle then catches in midair 
and carries back (with great 
pride, no doubt) to his mate 
and young. 
Well, 
the 
fact 
that 
he 
catches it in midair makes me 
feel a little better, but I’m not 
sure I would like to introduce 
him around as “ my friend the 
fish thief.” 
Then it turns out that 
eagles build their nests far 
away from other eagles’ nests, 
because they and their young 
“ consume extraordinatily 
large quantities of food and 
need an extensive area for 
their hunting ground.” I pre­ 
sume they build their nests 
close to ospreys. 


And I read somewhere that 
Americans on the average are 
overweight. This links the 
eagle a little more closely to 
us. It’s a known fact that if 
you want to make a million, 
just start a fast-food chain. 
I was beginning to think 
this encyclopedia was written 
by a Muscovite in the pay of 
Stalin. Then I read that the 
eagle shows great strength in 
flighl and was “ the emblem 
of certain Roman Legions, of 
France under Napoleon, of 
Germany, of the Russian and 
Austro-Hungarian empires, 
and of the United States.” 
That made me feel better. 
Even though Germany and 
the United States are the only 
ones left, it is comforting to 
know that when the others 
were in their prime, their 
neighbors didn’t strut around 
rattling their swords. I bet 
they felt like so many ospreys. 
After reading about the 
bald eagle, I knew I ’d better 
take a good hard look at the 
turkey. I was wondering why 
Ben Franklin preferred the 
turkey as the national bird, 
until I saw a photograph of 
one. 
W ith its full round belly 
and featherless head, it looks 
a lot like Ben himself. At 
least more than the eagle 
does. And the turkey, of 
course, can no longer get off 
the ground. Even in Ben’s 
day, about as high as it got 
was to an overhead limb, 
making it an easy target for a 
blunderbuss. 
But it’s a prosperous-look­ 
ing creature, and can spread 
its colorful tailfeathers into a 
handsome fan. It likes to pa­ 
rade around like that. Every 
day is the Fourth of July for 
the turkev. 


There is one other point 
that should not go unmen­ 
tioned Unlike eagles, turkeys 
are polygamous ir. their mat­ 
ing habits. My encyclopedia 
says, “ The cocks fight fiercely 
among themselves for access 
to the hens.” 
W'ell! Ben, you old dog, 
you. 
Apparently Ben found it 
more enjoyable to quarrel 
over the hens than to fight 
over the fish. He might have 
had a point there. The Ro­ 
man 
Legions 
might 
have 
stayed at home if they had 
chosen the turkey as their 
emblem. It certainly wouldn’t 
have struck much fear into 
the Gauls. 
Today there are about 50 
million turkeys raised each 
year, while eagles are an en­ 
dangered species. I for one, 
can't decide whether I’d rath­ 
er be overpopulated or nearly 
extinct. The turkey, well fed. 
struts 
around 
in 
a 
wire 
enclosure. 
The 
eagle 
flies 
where he wants, but he’s a 
thief. It’s a tough decision tc 
make. 


I’ve decided not to make it. 
Instead, I think the bam 
swallow ought to be our na­ 
tional bird. It’s a useful bird, 
feeding on insects which it 
catches on the wing, and it’s 
noted for its graceful flight. 
It's also a herald of summer. 
Anyway, can you imagine 
what would have happened to 
the American language if Ben 
Franklin had succeeded in 
getting the turkey designated 
our national emblem? 
I’d feel pretty funny telling 
somebody, “ Don't go see that 
movie, it’s a real eagle.” 
Enough. May we all have a 
good dinner tomorrow, turkey 
or otherwise, and give thanks.

W A SH IN G TO N - While 
lameduck operatives at the 
White House blame their loss 
on Robert Dole, Ronald Re­ 
agan and, 
im p la u sib ly , 
pollster Robert Teeter, more 
objective Republican politi­ 
cians place the cause for defeat 
squarely on Gerald R. Ford. 
Asked this week what single 
event was most instrumental 
in losing the election, one of 
the three Republican Senators 
defeated for reelection told us: 
“ The President breaking his 
promise not to run” — because 
if he had held to it, the party 
would have nominated some­ 
body else. Harsh though that 
bitter judgment is, it is con­ 
curred in by other influential 
Republicans. 
They are not criticizing Pres­ 
ident Ford’s mechanical de­ 
fects as a campaigner. Nor are 
they dwelling on pre-conven­ 
tion blunders by his managers; 
the Ford campaign after Labor 
Day was more shrewdly con­ 
ceived and executed than Jim ­ 
my Carter’s. 
The complaint is that Mr. 
Ford never offered the Ameri­ 
can people the prospect of in­ 
spirational leadership which 
might have erased Carter's 
final small margin. Specifical­ 
ly, Mr. Ford is faulted for 
never seeking to rally the na­ 
tion with calls for maximum 
sacrifice in days of maximum 
peril. 


Post-mortems conducted 
over coffee in the White House 
mess these days differ con­ 
siderably. Most absurd are 
complaints by senior aides 
that Teeter’s polls, showing 


rising Southern strength, led 
Mr. Ford to waste valuable 
effort in D ixie; actually, 
Teeter fought tenaciously for 
m ore em p h a sis 
in the 
Northern industrial belt at the 
expense of Southern activity. 


In the first few post-election 
days 
at the White House 
before starting his Palm 
Springs vacation, the Presi­ 
dent himself joined in the 
post-mortems. 
He 
was un­ 
characteristically bitter about 
Reagan, 
complaining 
about 
Reagan's refusal to make a late 
campaign swing through the 
South. "I don’t think it’s any 
exaggeration to say that the 
President blames Reagan for 
his loss," one insider told us. 
The most popular scapegoat, 


however, is Bob Dole. As we 
reported earlier, presidential 
advisers nominated him as 
chief scapegoat days before the 
election. Since then, the as­ 
sumption of Dole's guilt has 
hardened into certainty inside 
the tight little world of the 
White House mess. 
But outside that tight little 
world, Republicans look no 
fu rth e r than M r. Ford. 
Carter’s fumbles beginning in 
September had given the Pres­ 
ident a golden opportunity. 
The clear sign that he could 
not seize it came early in Octo­ 
ber when he vacillated over 
firing Earl Butz as Secretary o‘ 
A g r ic u lt u r e . 
L o o k in g 
backward, Republican politi­ 
cians see Mr. Ford giving vot­ 
ers a costly glim pse of 
weakness. 
Next came the second de­ 


bate and Mr. Ford’s blunder 
over Poland. Republican poli­ 
ticians 
outside 
the 
White 
House agree this was the most 
decisive single incident of the 
cam paign; they disagree 
whether it was merely an aber­ 
ration or reflected a fatal pat­ 
tern for the President. 
Those who argue for the pat­ 
tern seem to have the better 
case In that second debate, 
Mr. Ford incorrectly put Iraq 
under Communist control (re­ 
quiring a secret diplomatic 
apology), 
apparently 
forgot 
U.S. military aid to Yugo­ 
slavia 
when 
he 
contended

BU Gridder 
Is Dead 


BOSTON (U PI) - A rare 
genetic disorder caused the 
death of a Boston University 
football player two days after 
routine anesthesia was admin­ 
istered during an operation to 
set his broken leg, according to 
a spokesperson for Children's 
Hospital. 


Sophomore linebacker Tony 
Danckert, 20, of Clarksville, 
N.Y., died Tuesday afternoon 
at Children's Hospital after 
suffering a reaction to the 
anesthesia. 


Danckert was injured Satur­ 
day in the third period of a 
game against the University of 
Louisville at Fairgrounds Sta­ 
dium in Louisville, Ky. He 
returned to Boston with the 
team and was admitted to the 
hospital, where he was oper­ 
ated on Sunday. 


Susan 
Stockman, 
spokes­ 
person for the hospital, said 
Danckert "had an immediate 
reaction” 
Sunday, 
but 
re­ 
sponded to treatment. 


“ He was stablized and doing 
well until he had another reac­ 
tion Tuesday,” she said. 
She said the 6-foot-3, 
200pound Danckert "was talk­ 
ing and was very lucid" Mon­ 
day. 
" It ’s extremely rare that 
someone dies from a later reac­ 
tion,” she said. “ There are 
only about five documented 
cases of this happening." 
“ This was not an allergic 
reaction: it was a reaction to 
anesthesia based on something 
genetic — called malignant 
hyperthermia,” she said. 
“ His body temperature went 
up d ra m a tica lly and his 
m etabolism registered ab­ 
normally high. One out of 
14,000-20,000 persons has this 
problem,” she said. “ Sixty per 
cent of people with this condi­ 
tion don't survive the initial 
reaction.”

Danckert had no recorded his­ 
tory of the hyperthermia and 
the symptoms were not dis­ 
covered u n til after the 
anesthesia was administered. 
Funeral arrangements were 
incomplete.

H \ DE PARK -C hef Fritz So n n en schmidt, bo m in Bav aria, made u p hit 
mmd to beco me a chef when "Geo rge.’* head co o k fo r an American tro o p 
statio n ed in Hav an a in 194 5 . p ermitted y o u n g Fritz to help him flip p an cakes 
Fro m that time o n . So n n en schr^idt was n o t to be sto p p ed, desp ite his 
family 's wo rried o bjectio n s By 195 0, fo o d was a religio n fo r the chef. As a 
co o k s ap p ren tice, he trav eled to En glan d. Sweden an d Pakistan , searchin g 
fo r n ew ideas in fo o ds an d flav o rin gs So n n en schmidt came to the U.S. in 
1962 an d settled p erman en tly , beco min g a citizen in 197 0. 
On ce in America, the jo lly go u rman d serv ed fo r sev en y ears as ex ecu tiv e 
chef fo r Sherato n Ho tels, u n til. ap p aren tly , that jo b go t to o easy . 
When ev er y o u begin to believ e that y o u ’re the greatest, it's time fo r y o u 
to mo v e o n ," p hilo so p hizes So n n en schmidt in his stro n g, p leasan t accen t. 
"I like challen ges." 
1 he master chef fo u n d his match at The Cu lin ary In stitu te o f America 
(CIA), in Hy de Park, where he n o w serv es as in stru ctio n al co o rdin ato r. 
So n n en schmidt misses bein g an actu al in stru cto r, bu t his gastro n o mic 
theo ries co n tin u e to p erv ade the scho o l an d stro n gly in flu en ce the staff an d 
its 14 00 stu den ts. 
Natu rally , all the p hilo so p her-chefs tho u ght*- p ro kin g theo ries rev o lv e 
aro u n d fo o d 
So n n en schmidt lo v es the U.S., bu t he is distu rbed by 
American s p o o r attitu des to wards fo o d. 
"Ou r p ro blem is that we do wn grade o u rselv es," said the chef du rin g an 
ex trao rdin ary lu n cheo n at the CIA’s elegan t Fren ch restau ran t, L'Eeco ffler. 
"We hav e to liv e u p to the fact that we hav e the best fo o d." 
So n n en schmidt is n o t at all alo n e in his beliefs. In fact, an in tern atio n al 
team o f ju dges ju st awarded the U.S. Cu lin ary Team third p lace (ty in g with 
Fran ce) at the In tern atio n al Cu lin ary Co mp etitio n in German y last mo n th. 
The co mp etitio n is held ev ery fo u r y ears in Fran kfu rt, an d p eo p le in the fo o d 
bu sin ess refer to the ev en t simp ly as the "Oly mp ics." 
Chef So n n en schmidt sp o ke p ro u dly o f the Kraft-- sp o n so red U.S. Team. 
"We were called the av an te garde o f cu lin ary arts," he bo asted, smilin g. "Ou r 
ideas were all n ew; o u r fo o d, strictly n atu ral—n o additiv es, n o fakes—an d 
we didn 't bo rro w fro m an y o n e.” 
So n n en schmidt himself retu rn ed fro m the "Oly mp ics” with three go ld 
medals. Medal-wmn ers were n o t to ld ex actly what dishes wo n p rizes, bu t the 
master chef had so me ideas 
The first was a temp tin g halibu t, p o ached in white win e, stu ffed with 
lo bster mo u sse, an d garn ished with a sp ecially created shrimp mix tu re. 
So n n en schmidt described the dish lo v in gly , emp hasizin g the beau ty o f the 
white fish co n trasted again st the p in k mo u sse. 
Two o ther en tries which the Hy de Park chef believ es wo n him p rizes were 
medallio n s o f Abraham Lin co ln , co mp o sed o f v en iso n , an d an ho rs d'o eu v res 
tray featu rin g a rep lica o f a San te Fe railro ad train , made o f aco rn an d 
bu ttern u t sq u ash. 
Go o d co o kin g takes time, esp ecially when it's do n e fo r sho w. To tal 
p rep aratio n time fo r the stu ffed halibu t was 28 ho u rs, an d So n n en schmidt 
sp en t an en tire y ear dev elo p in g the v en iso n medallio n s to his satisfactio n . 
“The cu lin ary Oly mp ics are the highlight o f an y chefs career," mu sed 
So n n en schmidt. It was a 
v ery sp ecial ho n o r fo r him 
an d his co lleagu e at the 


CIA, Bru n o Ellmer, becau se n either o f them ap p lied to be p art o f the U.S. 
Cu lin ary Team. They were selected to go to Fran kfu rt by the American 
Cu lin ary Federatio n 
So n n en schmidt is still fly in g high after his fast-p aced, in co mp arable 
ex p erien ce at the co mp etitio n . (He claims he slep t sev en ho u rs to tal du rin g 
the eight day festiv al ), bu t there’s p len ty back o n earth to keep him bu sy . 
On No v . 6 . the en tire scho o l celebrated the p u blicatio n o f their fav o rite 
chefs seco n d bo o k, "Din in g With Sherlo ck Ho lmes; A Baker Street 
Co o kbo o k," written with Ju lia Ro sen blatt. The bo o k is p acked with En glish 
recip es deriv ed fro m the man y fo o ds men tio n ed in the famo u s sto ries by Sir 
Arthu r Co n an Do y le. 
When asked whether he feels ready to fin d wo rk ev en mo re challen gin g than 
that at the CIA, So n n en schmidt said defin itely n o t. There are so man y wro n g 
attitu des to wards fo o d still p rev alen t amo n g American s to day , an d these 
mu st be chan ged 
"There are to o man y restau ran ts where 
they sho uld pa y the custo mer 
to 
eat," q u ip p ed the master chef. 
So n n en schmidt believ es that chefs sho u ld be licen sed, an d he is o n a 
co mmittee which is try in g to co n v in ce the federal go v ern men t that the 
"do mestic" statu s o f a chef mu st be chan ged to "p ro fessio n ill trade." 
"After all," said So n n en schmidt as he carefu lly tasted a glass o f what 
p ro v ed to be ex cellen t white win e, "Ou r p ro fessio n literally has in its han ds 
the life an d death o f p eo p le. It is a p ro fessio n that sho u ld be p ro tected.” 
As the chef tru thfu lly p o in ted o u t, ev en hairdressers hav e to be licen sed. 
“If so meo n e cho p s o ff y o u r hair, y o u can gro w it back. If y o u eat u n healthy 
fo o d at a restau ran t, the resu lts co u ld be p erman en t.” 
"We are all brain washed," rep eated So n n en schmidt sev eral times. "We say 
ham has to be red, bu t green ham is healthier— it has less n itrates. The 
differen ce is ju st a reactio n to salt.”

ACCO RD — It is not dif­ 
ficult to imagine the residents 
of Mumbakkus in 1701 sharing 
the food and fellowship of a 
pot-luck dinner to celebrate 
the organization of their own 
local church. Recently friends 
and members of the Rochester 
Reformed Church shared pot- 
luck to mark the beginning of 
a year of celebration of the 
27 5th 
b ir th d a y of the 
Rochester Reformed Church. 
In 1703 the Rochester patent 
was issued by the English 
Crown and Mumbakkus be­ 
came the town of Rochester. 
The census shows 334 inhabi­ 
tants. Today the church main­ 
tains its rural atmosphere. 
The recent celebration 
began with the 11 a.m. wor­ 
ship led by the Rev. Robert 
Grupe. guest minister, after 
which a congregational meet­ 
ing was held. Smells of warm­ 
ing casseroles wafted into the, 
meeting and appetites were 
well whetted for the wide vari­ 
ety of home cooking pot-luck 
dinners offer. 
One dessert served was a 
Scripture cake made by mem­ 
bers of the 5th and 6th grade 
Sunday School class. This rec­ 
ipe is a sample of the good 
things found in the birthday 
celebration cookbook made by 
the 
church 
this 
year. 
All 
artwork and writing in the 
book were done by hand under 
the direction of Mrs. Linda 
Martin. In the traditional spir­ 
it of the rural church, a work 
party recently hand collated 
the pages ready for binding. 
Entitled “ 275 Years." the book 
contains nearly 300 pages of 
old 
and 
new 
recipes con­ 
tributed 
by 
members 
and 
friends of the church and a 
brief outline of church history. 
The cover by Artist Dot tie 
Fague depicts several struc­ 
tures in which the church has 
had its home. The book, at $5.

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A fellowship birthday buffet 
using recipes from the book is 
planned for Dec. 10 with serv­ 
ings at 5:30 and 6:30. 
The first church was a log 
structure erected in 1700. This 
stood until about 1743 when, 
due to Indian depredations, a 
stone fort was built containing 
a place of worship. 
In 1818 this building was 
tom down and a new stone 
church erected in which the 
pulpit was between the front 
doors. The congregation faced 
the doors to watch for Indian 
attack. This building was tom 
down in 1860 to make way for 
a more modern wooden struc­ 
ture with a seating capacity of 
about 600. 
A notable landmark, it stood 
until July 18, 1901 when light­ 
ning struck the steeple. Many 
books and furnishings were 
saved but the building was 
lost. 
The new church, a copy of 
the Reformed Church of Gar­ 
diner, was opened in April 
1902 and was used until a 
tragic Christmas morning in 
1921 when that also burned.

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dedicated Oct. 29. 1924, and in 
1968 an education wing was 
added to accomodate the need 
for Sunday School rooms. 
Church history shows that 
many men of this church have 
become ministers, including 
Henricus Schoonmaker in 
1763, who was said to be the 
most eloquent Dutch language 
preacher in America. 
M in­ 
isters coming into the church 
also can make history. On Oct. 
14, 1973, the Rochester Re­ 
formed Church welcomed as 
their minister the Rev. Joyce 
St edge, the first woman ever to 
become an ordained minister 
in the Reformed Church of 
America. The Rev. Stedge left 
the church in June of this year 
for further study in Washing­ 
ton, D.C. 
After 275 years of growing 
and working together, the peo­ 
ple of the church are preparing 
for a full year of celebration 
with an event planned each 
month.

Just What Is Grass? 


Of all the different fam ilies of p lants on 
ou r p lanet, the g rasses are the m ost im p or­ 
ta n t, m ost nu m erou s and most widesp read. 
They u su ally do not hav e flowers to attract 
insects as they do not need them for p ollina­ 
tion. Grasses are either self-p ollinating in 
closed blossom s or are fertilized by the wind, 
which carries them ov er v ast areas of land 
and seas. 
Some of the more im p ortant fu nctions of 
g rass are to p roteot the earth ’s su rf|ce from 
erosion, to be the sou rce of m ost of the food 
for hu m ans and other anim als, and to clothe 
the earth with an attractiv e g reen carp et. 
No t ev ery thing g reen tha t co v ers o ur 
ea rth is g ra ss. 
It is a clearly defined fam ily of tru e g rasses 
known as g ram ineae which consists of more 
th an 6,000 sp ecies which are fu rther broken 
down into tens of thou sands of v arieties. 
Althou g h g rasses can v ary considerably in 
size, ap p earance and u sefu lness, they are all 
p atterned in a com m on arrang em ent with 
sim ilar leaf stru ctu re. 
G ra ss is the g rea test fo o d pro ducer fo r 
hum a nity a nd a nim a ls. 
In m any cou ntries and in some continents, 
g rasses p rov ide one third to one half or more 
of the food consu m ed by the p op u lation. 
Indirectly they p rodu ce m u ch m u ch more. 
C attle and sheep g razing in fields who are 
consu m ing the 20 or so v arieties of g rass are 
ing esting 
v itam ins, 
m inerals, 
enzy mes, 
starches and p roteins which are v ital to their 
ex istence. T his, in tu rn, p rov ides milk, 
cheese, m eat, leather, wool and innu m erable 
p rodu cts for u s.

Are y ou aware th at wheat, barley , oats, 
ry e, rice, com , su g ar-can e, 
m illet and 
sorg hu m 
are 
all g rasses9 You r cereals, 
breads, sp ag hetti, m acaroni, oatm eal, v ari­ 
ou s rice sp ecies are all deriv ed from g rass. 
T he cu ltiv ation of wheat for food stretches 
far into p ast recorded history . H u ndreds of 
v arieties hav e now been dev elop ed. W heat 
still continu es holding its ag e old p lace as 
ou r m ost im p ortant food, bu t m ore recently 
challeng ing w heat as the world’s m ost im ­ 
p ortant food is rice. N inety -fiv e p er cent of 
the m any m illions of tons g rown y early is 
g rown in Asia. Rice needs considerable water 
for g rowth and, in fact, rice fields are u su ally 
flooded so th a t rice farm ers often hav e to 
work in their fields u p to th eir knees in 
water. It p rov ides the m ain food stap le for 
more th an 50 p er cent of the w orld’s p op u ­ 
lation. 
Su g ar cane is also one of the g rass family . 
It is considered a tall g rass and had been 
u sed for thou sands of y ears in India before 
the C hristian era. It was im p orted by Alex ­ 


ander the G reat to Eu rop e and more recently 
by the D u tch in the 17 th centu ry into the 
West Indies. Today , su g ar cane accou nts for 
tw o-thirds of the world su g ar su p p ly . This 
g rass g rows to a heig ht of ten to 20 feet, and 
su g ar is obtained from the ju ice of the stalk. 
Aside fro m the im po rta nt functio n o f 
fo o d pro ductio n, g ra sses ha v e o ther im ­ 
po rta nt uses. 
Bam boo, for ex am p le, which can g row at 
the rate of three feet a day , often reaches 
heig hts of ov er 100 feet in a few m onths. 
C ertain v arieties are so strong th a t they 
are u sed in the constru ction of bu ilding s and 
bridg es. 'I here are bam boo farm and g arden 
im p lem ents, hou sehold u tensils, fu rnitu re, 
fishing rods and walking sticks. S trip s of 
bam boo are also wov en into m ats, screens, 
box es, baskets and hats. The long hollow 
stem s are often conv erted into w ater m ains. 
Coarse esp arto g rass is a u sefu l g rass that 
g rows in sou thern Eu rop e and N orth Africa 
It g rows in desolate areas with v ery little 
w ater and in p oor soil, y et it is harv ested 
twice y early . It is u sed in the m anfactu re of 
p ap er, bu t can also be m ade into carp ets, 
sandals, rop es, baskets and sacks. 
Kog on g rass is a g rass which is u sed to 
cov er the roofs of farm hou ses and o u t­ 
bu ilding s with a du rable waterp roof thatch. 
It is widely u sed in Africa, the islands of the 
sou thw est Pacific, sou theast Asia and in 
Bu rm a and India. 
G ra ss pla y s a n im po rta nt ro le in so il 
co nserv a tio n. 
As g rass cov ers the soil, the soil is held 
tog ether by its roots. Consequ ently , the 
elem ents su ch as wind and ram cannot 
dislodg e it easily . This is how ou r v ery 
fou ndation has been p reserv ed for m any 
thou sands of y ears. 
Soil erosion today is a m ajor m an-m ade 
p roblem . Throu g h careless m ism anag em ent, 
attractiv e g reen fields hav e been tu rned into 
desolate deserts. More soil has been lost 
since 19 14 than in the entire p rev iou s history 
of the world. As far as the g rowth of m odern 
deserts is concerned, it is not natu re bu t 
hu m ans who are the actu al desert m akers. 
Erosion is being faced u p to and solv ed 
today w ith the help of g rass. In N orth Africa, 
for ex am p le, sizeable p arts of the desert are 
being reclaim ed. Tou g h g rass is p lanted in 
fiv e foot squ ares with a tree in the m iddle 
so th at the roots will hold the soil tog ether 
and ev entu ally make the entire area su itable 
for fu rther cu ltiv ation.
